Assistant President 

Robert Finch, the new Sec- 
retary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, will be more than 
an ordinary Cabinet mem- 
ber in the Nixon Administra- 
tion. He is expected to func- 
tion more as. a deputy Presi- 
dent in charge of domestic af- 
fairs. 


A former administrative as- 
sistant to Richard Nixon, 
Finch was Nixon’s first choice 
as a running mate but lacked 
the political credentials to win 
the nomination. He couldn’t 
[get the backing necessary to 
stand up against the other Re- 
publican luminaries who 
sought the nomination. 

President-elect Nixon, how- 
ever, wanted his former aide 
at his side and offered him 
any post in the Cabinet. 

Nixon, of course, will have a 
veto on domestic decisions, 
but Finch will have power 
over domestic matters second 
only to the President’s. 

The only question that re- 
mained was what official posi- 
tion Finch should take.* He 
couldn’t make up his mind at 
first between Attorney Gen- 
eral and Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare. In the , 
end, he selected the latter be- 
cause it put him in a better :
